He found 
Mr. Bell apparently asleep, and it was not 
until be touched him that he found-he 
was dead. The poison he had taken is 
used in jewelry stores, and its effect is in- 
stantaneous. Mr. Bell left three letters, 
one to bis brother, Councilman Ferdinand 
Bell, of Hasten, another to Landlord Ott 
and a third to Harry Schissler, bartender. 
In the letter to the landlord he apologized 
for taking 'his life in the" hotel, and ex- 
pressed the nope that it Would in no way 
reflect upon tbe house or its proprietor. 
Mr. Bell spent Sunday evening up to near- 
ly midnight chatting with friends on the 
sidewalk, and they never dreamed that he 
was contemplating suicide. He came to 
Doylestown about ten years ago and made 
many friends here.- His home -formerly 
was in Easton, bnt he worked in'Philadel- 
phia for a time.

He declares he is in the fight to 
the finish. Mr. Strauser is governed by 
high ideals in his canvass and fully appe- 
cintes the dignity of the position to which 
he honorably aspires. If he should be- 
come successful in landing a winner at 
the god I there is no gainsaying the fact 
that Bucks county would be faithfully and 
capably represented In the Senate at Har- 
risbnrg. 


It is not often that we can agree with

Norristown, Pa., July 28, 1901. 


Here we are at the close of July 1901. 


The summer is half over and more, accord- 
ing to the calendar.

Perhaps in our county this was 
the result of the violent political commo- 
tion! We had a county convention to elect 
delegates to a State convention to nomi- 
nate a Justice of the Supreme Court and 
a State Treasurer. Delegates were elected 
in nearly all our warde, boroughs and town- 
ships, and our convention was held in the 
Court House. Nine good men had been 
fixed upon; their names were placed on the 
list; they were chosen by acclamation and 
a motion was made to adjourn when it was 
remembered that the most important part 
of the exciting work had been overlooked: 
a collection had not been taken for the 
janitor. This residuary legacy was at- 
tended to, and the adjournment was made 
after 15 minutes of work. 


Indeed, there was nothing to da Tho 


farmers were busy harvesting after their 
week of waiting and hesitating among the 
alternating showers and sunshine and many 
of the politicians of former years and bus- 
iness men had fled to the seashore and the 
mountains. I was glad to see our friend 
Clayton, of the Times Chronicle, of Jenk- 
intown, go on the list of the elect; he 
will doubtless remember his and your cor- 
respondent when it comes to name a Judge 
of the Supreme Court, and you when they 
are seeking a trusty Treasurer. Mont- 
gomery delegates do not of ten_-remember 
Montgomery's men but have a great lik- 
ing for their neighbors. GOT. Bartranft, 
unlike Gov. Hoyt or Gov. Pattison, could 
find no lawyer here for Attorney General, 
as they did at their respective homes, 
but he selected George Lear of Bucks after 
the death of his first Attorney General, 
Samuel E. Dimmick, of Honesdale—the 
handsomest lawyer in the State. Gov. 
Beaver found a Hastings at Bellefonte. 


But the people are in no mood for poli- 


tics now. The condition is peculiar. The 
last Legislature enfted the fight for U. S. 
Senator In short order; and we had hoped 
that the session therefore would be brief; 
but it was prolonged to the great detri- 
ment of the State. 
It will take us years 


to recover from the flood dysnomy that 
followed. The fountains of jus ice were 
polluted; ancient landmarks, as honorable 
as they were venerable, were swept away, 
and the vaults of the public treasury were 
exhausted and overwhelmed with drafts 
that had to be cast away.

I also 
note that several handsome oil residences 
that have all the habilameins of wealth 
and culture and the dignity of distinguish- 
ed ownership, now vacated and for sale or 
rent. They are tenantless now. The 
millionaire, the president of the railroad 
or the banker or the merchant who for- 
merly flourished here or made and laid the 
primal plan and create the noble edifice, 
has passed away, and there is none to suc- 
ceed in the lineage to the heritage. The 
United States Hotel, once fronting Atlan- 
tic avenue on the one side and the ocean 
on the other surrounded with a lawn filled 
with cedars under which gathered the 
clans of politicians from our State, has 
disappeared, and like the poet's prophecy 
we say of it: 


The Veian and the Gubbian towers shall 


fall 


And one promiscuous ruin cover all; 
Nor after length of years, a stone betray 
The place where once the very ruins lay. 
Here William H. Eemble, William H. 


Singerly, Governor Cur tin, Samuel Ran- 
dall, Simon Cameron, Col. Forney and 
hosts of other Statesmen discussed the 
situation in other days. Now the city ex- 
tends two squares out into what was our 
bathing basin in "ye olden time;" a bank 
and other buildings usurp the block, so 
renowned of yore.

In these days of hygienic reform and 


"methods" of treating disease without 
medicine at all it Is interesting to read a 
volume printed by Parry Hall, Chestnut 
street, Philadelphia, in 1747 and compil- 
ed by John Wesley. It is a curious mix- 
ture of material remedies and religious 
exhortation. 
There are a few copies of 


the book in existence, bnt one unearthed 
recently was the occasion of much amuse- 
ment at a contention of physicians. The 
book to substantially bound in leather, 
and the few illustrations M» as primitive 
a* the remedies. 


The preface deals with the ralson 


d'etre of the work, incidentally recalling 
bow "man waa sent from the hands of 
God perfect, needing no physic; but, re- 
belling against the sovereign of all, the 
seeds of pain nnd sickness were lodged 
In the body and a thousand disorders, 
Inct eased by everything around us. The 
sun and moon shed unwholesome Influ- 
ences from above; the earth exhales poi- 
sonous damps from below; the air Itself 
that surrounds us is replete with the 
shafts of death; yea, the food we ea1 
doily saps the foundations of life." , 


The preface further states; "As to the 


manner of using the remedies here set 
down, I should advise, as soon as you 
know your disorder (which Is easy unless 
in a case of complication of disorders, 
and then yon-would do well to apply to a 
physician who fears Ood): First, use the 
medicines first advised for that disease; 
the second, if that is of none effect; the 
third, and so on. To persevere in the 
course Is often more than half the cure. 
Above all, add to the rest (for it to not 
labor lost) that old fashioned medicine, 
prayer and faith in Ood " 


A postscript to the preface Is addressed 


to the members of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church and signed by Thomas Coke 
and Francis Asbury, Introducing the 
work to American brethren. Wbegins: 


"Friends and brethren, the great inter- 


est of your souls will ever be near onr 
hearts, bnt we cannot be unmindful of 
yonr bodies." 


The work proper Is entitled "A Collec- 


tion of Receipts" and recites In alphabet- 
ical order the "disorders" of that time 
and their remedies. In the A's are a lisi 
of panaceas against ague. To "go into 
a cold bath just before a fit" to added the 
wholesome advice, "Nothing tends more 
to prolongne an ague than indulgence in 
a lazy, indolent disposition." 
Another 


remedy for ague Is to "apply to the stom- 
ach a large onion, split."

book. He gives the formula for making 
it: "Put a gallon of water (cold) on a 
quart of Norway tar, stir them together 
with a flat stick for five minutes. After 
it has stood for three days pour the wa- 
ter off clear; bottle, cork. For-St. An- 
thony's fire take a wineglassful every 
hour." 


There Is no mention made of flytime hi 


this pungent remedy for baldness: "Rub 
the part night and morning with a raw 
onion until red; rub afterward with hon- 
ey. Tried. Or electrify daily." 


How does modern hydropathy compare 


wltb-thto Instance: "Miss Bates of Leices- 
tershire bathed dally, using the cold bath 
for a month and drinking only water. 
This cured her of a cancer in the breast, 
n consumption and a sciatic rheumatism.' 


There are various remedies for con- 


sumption. After recommending the cold 
bath Mr. Wesley says: "Take no food 
but new buttermilk churned in a bottle 
and white bread. On every morning cut 
•np a little turf of fresh earth and, lying 
'down, breathe Into the hole for a quarter 
of an hour. I have known a deep con- 
sumptive cured this way." 


He further states: "Mr. Mathers ot 


Evesham was so far gone In consump- 
tion that he could not stand alone. Dr. 
Dover (of the celebrated Dover's pow- 
der) 
advised him to lose six ounces of 


blood dally for a fortnight—if he lived 
that long—and then every other day, 
then every third day, and so on. In three 
months he was well" 


"For dull sight: Drop hi two or three 


drops of the Juice of rotten apples often."

to the homeopathic remedy of honey for 
one and the juice of the nettle for the 
other. 


Here to a poultice that should stick: 


"For a stitch In the aide apply treacle 
on toaat (hot)."

How These Strange Creatures Attach 


Themaelvea to La rarer Flab. 


People of'certain temperament some- 


times attain their wishes by hanging to 
the skirts of "persons of laiger capacity. 
In the fish world these find their coun- 
terpart in the remora family (the suck- 
ers), which is represented on the Atlantic 
coast by fire species. In these fishes the 
first dorsal fin—i. e., the fin on the back 
nearest the head—is transformed for all 
practical purposes into a sucking organ, 
by means of which they can attach them- 
selves very firmly to the (fill covers or 
sides of larger fish. Thus there are the 
shark sucker, tbe swordfUh sucker, the 
billflsh sucker, etc. Being 
excellent 


swimmers, it is difficult to see why they 
prefer to go through life as an appendage 
and burden to others, bnt it is well 
•known that they travel with sharks con- 
tinuously in this manner, and their hosts 
bare actually been found emaciated and 
exhausted from carrying about their un- 
invited guests. 


An eminent observer of fishes b,as 


thought it very probable that the object 
ot tbe suckers is to snare tbe fragments 
of food with their hosts, but whatever 
the canse the latter are surely entitled to 
our sympathy.
